HINTS FOR THE 
POULTRY GROWER 


Chicken mites are a constant men­ 
ace to lite flock. They curtail egg-pro- 
ductlon, hinder growth, rodn.ee vitality 
anti sometimes cause the death of set­ 
ting hens. 
The poultry-keeper must maintain a 
constant warfare on these pests that 
reduce his profits. 
They multiply very rapidly in warm 
weather. Their life cycle from egg to 
adult requires only about a week’s 
time. 
Hlood is essential for the de­ 
velopment of the mite In all stage* 
of growth. 
They are active at night 
when the hens are on the roosts, and 
chicks are In the coops, sucking blood 
until they are full and then returning 
to cracks and crevices during the day. 
To combat them, hiding places must 
he reduced to the minimum, and an 
effective spray must penetrate every 
crack and crevice where they may be 
hiding. 
There a-ro a number of good mix­ 
tures that have proven effective In 
controlling these Insects: 
Crude petroleum thinned with one 
part of kerosene to four quarts of 
crude oil Is cheap, and retains Its kill­ 
ing power for several weeks. 
Five 
parts cream of lime, one part creolln. 
and one part kerosene is a favorite 
mixture with many ponltrymen. Pure 
kerosene and kerosene emulsion, are 
used with success, lf frequently ap­ 
plied. 
These mixtures should be forced 
Infs all their hiding places \Htli u 
sprayer or brush. 
Remove as many Internal appli­ 
ances as possible, roosts, nests, hop­ 
pers, etc., and give them an applica­ 
tion of the mixture out of doors. 
To be the most effective, the solu­ 
tions should he forced roto all badly 
Infested quarters; and sides, floor and 
even roof must be treated. 
The work should be done on pleas­ 
ant days when the flock can be out­ 
side, and the coops and poultry house 
may be closed for a few hours after 
applying the mixture so that the wood­ 
work may dry.

forts on the island of Helgoland are 
to be demolished recalls the similar 
fate of a glorious landmark on Ca­ 
nadian soil. 
This is Louisbourg, No­ 
va Scotia, once the pride of New 
France, and now a pile of ruins, with 
but a fuiut echo of It* original splen­ 
dor. 
Louisbourg was the remnant 
of 
French power on the Atlantic coast 
when the treaty of U trecht was sign­ 
ed in 1713, reducing the fortunes of 
Louis XIV to a low ebb. 
From 1720 
to 1760 it led a precarious but spec­ 
tacular existence, Its magnificence as a 
defense guaranteed by the expendi­ 
ture of millions of dollars 
by 
the 
French government, though 
millions 
were stolen and wasted by dishonest 
officials and unhappy officers, whose 
only ambition was to get rich and go 
home. 
The fortress was imposing, despite 
the thievery and m ism anagem ent, and 
it required a seven weeks’ siege by 
Colonel Pepperell and his New Eng­ 
landers in 1745 to take it from the 
French. 
By one of those diplomatic Incident* 
too p’entiful in the history of the new 
world, Louisbourg was handed back 
to France in 1748 by the treaty of 
Aix-la-Chapelle.
